CHAP.  51 


An  Act  to  incorporate  The  Albion  Insurance  Company 

of  Canada. 

[Assented  to  26th  June,  1956.] 

WHEREAS  the  persons  hereinafter  named  have  by  their  Preamble, 
petition  prayed  that  it  be  enacted  as  hereinafter  set 
forth  and  it  is  expedient  to  grant  the  prayer  of  the  petition: 
Therefore  Her  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent 
of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts 
as  follows: — 

1.  Roger  Gerald  Maclsaac,  insurance  executive,  of  the  Incorpora- 
city  of  St.  Lambert,  Edward  Douglas  Johnson,  manager, 
of  the  city  of  Montreal,  and  Rene  Labelle,  one  of  Her 
Majesty's  Counsel,  of  the  town  of  Mount  Royal,  all  in 
the  province  of  Quebec,  together  with  such  other  persons 
as  become  shareholders  in  the  Company  are  incorporated 
under  the  name  of  The  Albion  Insurance  Company  of  ^, 
Canada,  hereinafter  called  "the  Company",  name. 

S.  The  persons  named  in  section  1  of  this  Act  shall  be  Provisional 
the  provisional  directors  of  the  Company.  directors. 

3.  The  capital  stock  of  the  Company  shall  be  one  miUion  capital 
dollars  divided  into  ten  thousand  shares  of  a  par  value  of  «tock. 
one  hundred  dollars  each. 

4.  The  amount  to  be  subscribed,  before  the  general  Subscription 
meeting  for  the  election  of  directors  is  called  shall  be  five  general 
hundred  thousand  dollars.  meeting. 

5.  The  head  office  of  the  Company  shall  be  in  the  city  Head  Office, 
of  Montreal  in  the  province  of  Quebec. 

6.  The  Company  may  undertake,  transact  and  make  classes  of 
contracts  of  insurance  for  all  or  any  of  the  following  classes  authorized 
of  insurance  : 

(a)  fire  insurance  ; 
(h)  aircraft  insurance; 

(c)  automobile  insurance; 

(d)  boiler  insurance  ;

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(e)  credit  insurance  ; 

(f  )  earthquake  insurance; 

(g )  employers'  liability  insurance; 

(h)  explosion  insurance; 

(i)  falling  aircraft  insurance; 
(j)  forgery  insurance  ; 

(k)  guarantee  insurance; 

(1)  hail  insurance; 

(m)  impact  by  vehicles  insurance  ; 

(n)  inland  transportation  insurance  ; 

(o  )  live  stock  insurance  ; 

(p)  machinery  insurance  ; 

(q  )  marine  insurance  ; 

(r)  personal  accident  insurance; 

(s)  personal  property  insurance  ; 

( t  )  plate  glass  insurance  ; 

(u)  public  liability  insurance  ; 

(v  )  real  property  insurance  ; 

(w)  sickness  insurance  ; 

(x)  sprinkler  leakage  insurance  ; 

(y)  theft  insurance  ; 

(z  )  water  damage  insurance  ; 

(aa)  weather  insurance  ; 

(hb  )  windstorm  insurance. 

T.  (1)  The  Company  shall  not  commence  any  business 
of  insurance  until  at  least  five  hundred  thousand  dollars 
of  its  capital  stock  has  been  bona  fide  subscribed,  and  at 
least  three  hundred  thousand  dollars  paid  thereon.  It 
may  then  transact  the  business  of  fire  insurance,  auto- 
mobile insurance,  personal  accident  insurance,  public  liabil- 
ity insurance  and,  in  addition  thereto,  civil  commotion  in- 
surance, earthquake  insurance,  limited  or  inherent  explosion 
insurance,  faUing  aircraft  insurance,  impact  by  vehicles  in- 
surance, hail  insurance,  sprinkler  leakage  insurance,  water 
damage  insurance,  weather  insurance  and  windstorm  insur- 
ance, limited  to  the  insurance  of  the  same  property  as  is 
insured  under  a  policy  of  fire  insurance  of  the  Company. 

(2)  The  Company  shall  not  commence  any  of  the  other 
classes  of  business  authorized  by  section  6  of  this  Act  until 
the  paid  capital,  or  the  paid  capital  together  with  the 
surplus,  has  been  increased  by  an  amount  or  amounts 
depending  upon  the  nature  of  the  additional  class  or  classes 
of  business  as  follows,  that  is  to  say: — for  aircraft  insurance 
the  said  increase  shall  not  be  less  than  forty  thousand 
dollars;  for  boiler  insurance,  excluding  machinery  insurance, 
not  less  than  forty  thousand  dollars;  for  credit  insurance, 
not  less  than  forty  thousand  dollars;  for  earthquake  insur- 
ance, not  less  than  ten  thousand  dollars;  for  employers' 
liability  insurance,  not  less  than  twenty  thousand  dollars; 
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for  explosion  insurance,  not  less  than  forty  thousand 
dollars;  for  falling  aircraft  insurance,  not  less  than  ten 
thousand  dollars;  for  forgery  insurance,  not  less  than  forty 
thousand  dollars;  for  guarantee  insurance,  not  less  than  one 
hundred  thousand  dollars;  for  hail  insurance,  not  less  than 
fifty  thousand  dollars;  for  impact  by  vehicles  insurance, 
not  less  than  ten  thousand  dollars;  for  inland  transportation 
insurance,  not  less  than  twenty  thousand  dollars;  for  live 
stock  insurance,  not  less  than  forty  thousand  dollars;  for 
machinery  insurance,  not  less  than  forty  thousand  dollars; 
for  marine  insurance,  not  less  than  one  hundred  thousand 
dollars;  for  personal  property  insurance,  not  less  than  twenty 
thousand  dollars;  for  plate  glass  insurance,  not  less  than 
twenty  thousand  dollars;  for  real  property  insurance,  not 
less  than  twenty  thousand  dollars;  for  sickness  insurance, 
not  less  than  twenty  thousand  dollars;  for  sprinkler  leakage 
insurance,  not  less  than  ten  thousand  dollars;  for  theft 
insurance,  not  less  than  forty  thousand  dollars;  for  water 
damage  insurance,  not  less  than  twenty  thousand  dollars; 
for  weather  insurance,  not  less  than  twenty  thousand  dollars; 
for  windstorm  insurance,  not  less  than  fifty  thousand  dollars. 

(3)  The  Company  shall,  during  the  five  years  next  after  Periodic 
the  date  of  its  being  registered  for  the  transaction  of  fire  capitli 
insurance,  increase  its  paid  capital  and  surplus  so  that  at  and  surplus, 
the  end  of  the  first  year  it  will  be  at  least  fifteen  thousand 
dollars  more  than  is  required  under  the  foregoing  sub- 
sections of  this  section,  and  at  the  end  of  the  second  year 

at  least  thirty  thousand  dollars  more  than  so  required,  and 
at  the  end  of  the  third  year  at  least  forty-five  thousand 
dollars  more  than  so  required,  and  at  the  end  of  the  fourth 
year  at  least  sixty  thousand  dollars  more  than  so  required, 
and  at  the  end  of  the  fifth  year,  at  least  sev-enty-five  thousand 
dollars  more  than  so  required. 

(4)  Notwithstanding  anything  to  the  contrary  contained  when 

in  this  section,  the  Company  may  transact  all  or  any  of  Say  ^transact 
the  classes  of  insurance  business  authorized  by  section  6  any  or  aii 
of  this  Act  when  the  paid  capital  amounts  to  at  least  five  LÎS^nœ 
hundred  thousand  dollars  and  the  paid  capital  together  "business, 
with  the  surplus  amounts  to  at  least  one  million  dollars. 

(5)  In  this  section,  the  word  ''surplus''  means  the  excess  "Surplus" 
of  assets  over  liabilities,  including  the  amount  paid  on 
account  of  capital  stock  and  the  reserve  of  unearned  pre- 
miums calculated  pro  rata  for  the  unexpired  term  of  all 
policies  of  the  Company  in  force. 

8.  The  Canadian  and  British  Insurance  Companies  Act  r.s.  1952 
shall  apply  to  the  Company.  c,3i.

An  Act  to  incorporate  The  Canadian  Council  of  Churches. 

[Assented  to  7th  June,  1956.] 

WHEREAS  for  eleven  years  The  Anglican  Church  of  Preamble. 
Canada,  The  Baptist  Federation  of  Canada,  The 
Churches  of  Christ  (Disciples),  The  Evangehcal  United 
Brethren  Church,  The  Presbyterian  Church  in  Canada, 
The  United  Church  of  Canada,  The  Reformed  Episcopal 
Church,  The  Salvation  Army,  The  Society  of  Friends, 
The  National  Council  of  Young  Men^s  Christian  Associations 
of  Canada,  The  Young  Women's  Christian  Association  of 
Canada,  and  The  Student  Christian  Movement  of  Canada 
have  supported  a  national  organization  known  as  The 
Canadian  Council  of  Churches,  hereinafter  called  ''the 
unincorporated  CounciF'; 

And  Whereas  the  persons  hereinafter  named,  being 
members  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  unincorporated 
Council,  have  by  their  petition  prayed  that  it  be  enacted 
as  hereinafter  set  forth,  and  it  is  expedient  to  grant  the 
prayer  of  the  petition:  Therefore  Her  Majesty,  by  and  with 
the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Commons 
of  Canada,  enacts  as  follows  : — 

1.  The  Most  Reverend  Walter  Foster  Barfoot,  of  the  incorporate 
city  of  Winnipeg,  in  the  province  of  Manitoba,  Primate  of 
The  Anglican  Church  of  Canada,  The  Reverend  Harvey 
Denton,  of  the  city  of  Saint  John,  in  the  province  of  New 
Brunswick,  of  The  Baptist  Federation  of  Canada,  The 
Reverend  James  Lewis  Walter  McLean,  of  the  city  of 
Victoria,  in  the  province  of  British  Columbia,  former 
Moderator  of  The  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  of  Canada,  The  Reverend  Arthur  Organ,  of  the 
city  of  Hamilton,  in  the  province  of  Ontario,  of  The  United 
Church  of  Canada,  and  The  Right  Reverend  George  Dorey, 
Moderator  of  The  United  Church  of  Canada,  Colonel 
William  Davidson,  Chief  Secretary  of  The  Salvation  Army, 
The  Reverend  Ernest  Edgar  Long,  of  The  United  Church 
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of  Canada,  The  Reverend  Canon  Frederic  Joseph  Nicholson, 
of  The  Anglican  Church  of  Canada,  The  Reverend  Allen 
Leonard  Farris,  of  The  Presbyterian  Church  of  Canada, 
The  Reverend  Herbert  Sydney  Hillyer,  of  The  Baptist 
Federation  of  Canada,  The  Reverend  William  James 
Gallagher,  General  Secretary  of  the  unincorporated  Council, 
The  Reverend  Frederick  Nicholas  Poulton,  Secretary  of 
the  Department  of  Social  Relations  of  the  unincorporated 
Council,  The  Reverend  Kenneth  Swayse  Wills,  Secretary 
of  the  Department  of  Christian  Education  of  the  unincor- 
porated Council,  The  Reverend  William  Ann  Cameron, 
Secretary  of  the  Departments  of  Evangelism  and  Overseas 
Missions  of  the  unincorporated  Council,  and  Roy  Beverley 
Whitehead,  Queen's  Counsel,  all  of  the  city  of  Toronto, 
in  the  province  of  Ontario,  and  such  other  persons  as  may 
become  associated  with  them  for  the  purposes  of  this 
Act,  are  hereby  incorporated  under  the  name  of  The 
Canadian  Council  of  Churches,  hereinafter  called  "the 
Council". 

Objects.  2.  The  objects  of  the  Council  shall  be 

(a)  to  provide  an  agency  for  conference,  consultation, 
common  planning  and  common  action  by  the  religious 
bodies  and  organizations  represented  thereon  or  asso- 
ciated therewith; 

(b  )  to  maintain  close  relations  with  the  Council  of 
Churches  in  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and 
Northern  Ireland  and  in  the  United  States  of  America 
and  with  the  World  Council  of  Churches  and  other 
similar  Councils; 

(c)  to  publish  Christian  literature  and  hold  the  copy- 
right therefor;  and 

(d)  to  purchase,  acquire  and  hold  such  property  and  land 
as  may  be  useful  and  convenient  for  carrying  out  the 
purposes  of  the  Council,  and  to  sell  and  dispose  thereof. 

Head  Office.  3.  (1)  The  head  office  of  the  Council  shall  be  in  the 
city  of  Toronto,  in  the  province  of  Ontario,  or  at  such 
other  place  as  may  be  designated  by  the  Council. 

(2)  Notice  in  writing  shall  be  given  to  the  Secretary  of 
State  by  the  Council  of  any  change  of  the  head  office  and 
such  notice  shall  be  published  forthwith  in  the  Canada 
Gazette. 

4.  The  affairs  of  the  Council  shall  be  managed  by  an 
Executive  Conmiittee  of  not  less  than  twelve  directors 
who  shall  be  elected  at  such  time,  in  such  manner,  and 
for  such  term  as  the  Council  may  prescribe  by  by-law 
from  time  to  time.

5.  The  Executive  Committee  may  exercise  all  the 
rights  and  powers  of  the  Council  with  the  exception  of 
those  which  are  by  this  Act,  by  law  or  by  the  by-laws  of 
the  Council  expressly  required  to  be  exercised  by  the 
Council  in  general  meeting. 

6.  The  Executive  Conmiittee  may  enact,  amend  or  By-laws  and 
repeal  by-laws  and  regulations  for  any  and  all  purposes  of  *"*^suiation3. 
the  Council  and,  without  limiting  the  generality  of  the 
foregoing,  for  defining  and  regulating 

(a)  the  terms  and  conditions  of  membership  in  the 
Council,  and  the  rights,  duties  and  privileges  of  the 
members; 

(h)  the  number,  powers  and  duties  of  the  officers  of  the 
Council,  and  the  constitution,  powers,  duties,  quorum, 
term  of  office  and  method  of  election  of  an  Executive 
Conmiittee  ; 

(c)  the  time  and  place  for  holding  in  Canada  general 
meetings  of  the  Council,  and  the  notice  and  other 
requirements  thereof; 

(d)  the  calling  of  regular  and  special  meetings  of  the 
Executive  Committee,  the  notice  to  be  given  thereof 
and  the  quorum  and  procedure  in  all  respects  at  or 
concerning  such  meetings; 

(e)  the  amount  and  times  of  payment  of  members^  dues, 
assessments  or  other  charges;  and 

(f  )  the  administration  and  management  of  the  affairs 
of  the  Council  in  all  respects  : 
Provided  that  any  such  enactment,  amendment  or  repeal  Proviso, 
shall  have  force  and  effect  only  until  the  next  general 
meeting  of  the  Council  unless  approved  thereat  with  or 
without  modification. 

7.  The  persons  named  in  Section  1,  together  with  the  Provisional 
other  members  of  the  present  Executive  Committee  of  the  cîSmlttee 
unincorporated  Council,  shall  be  the  provisional  Executive 
Committee  of  the  Council  and,  until  the  first  general 
meeting  of  the  Council,  may  exercise  on  its  behalf  all  the 
powers  conferred  upon  it  by  this  Act. 

8.  (1)  The  Council  may  purchase,  take,  have,  hold.  Power  to 
receive,  possess,  retain  and  enjoy  property,  real  and  personal,  ^^^"^^^^^ 
corporeal  and  incorporeal,  and  any  or  every  estate  or  property, 
interest  whatsoever,  given,  granted,  devised  or  bequeathed 

to  it,  or  appropriated,  purchased  or  acquired  by  it  in  any 
manner  or  way  whatsoever,  to,  for  or  in  favour  of  the  uses 
and  purposes  of  the  Council,  or  to,  for  or  in  favour  of  any 
religious,  educational,  eleemosynary  or  other  institution 
established  or  intended  to  be  established  by,  under  the 
management  of  or  in  connection  with  the  uses  or  purposes 
of  the  Council. 
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(2)  The  Council  may  also  hold  such  real  property  or 
estate  therein  as  is  bona  fide  mortgaged  to  it  by  way  of 
security  or  conveyed  to  it  in  satisfaction  of  debts  or  judg- 
ments recovered. 


9.  (1)  No  parcel  of  land  or  interest  therein  at  any  time 
acquired  by  the  Council  and  not  required  for  its  actual  use 
or  occupation,  and  not  held  by  way  of  security,  shall  be 
held  by  the  Council,  or  by  any  trustee  on  its  behalf,  for 
a  longer  period  than  ten  years  after  the  acquisition  thereof, 
but  shall,  at  or  before  the  expiration  of  such  period,  be 
absolutely  sold  or  disposed  of,  so  that  the  Council  shall  no 
longer  retain  any  interest  or  estate  therein  except  by  way 
of  security. 

(2)  The  Secretary  of  State  may  extend  the  time  for  the 
sale  or  disposal  of  any  such  parcel  of  land,  or  any  estate 
or  interest  therein,  for  a  further  period  or  periods  not  to 
exceed  five  years. 
Fifteen  year       (3)  The  wholc  pcriod  during  which  the  Council  may  hold 
any  such  parcel  of  land,  or  any  estate  or  interest  therein, 
under  the  foregoing  provision  of  this  section,  shall  not 
exceed  fifteen  years  from  the  date  of  the  acquisition  thereof, 
or  after  it  shall  have  ceased  to  be  required  for  actual  use 
or  occupation  by  the  Council. 
Forfeiture  of       (4)  Any  such  parcel  of  land,  or  any  estate  or  interest 
beyo^nd^ime^  therein,  not  within  the  exceptions  hereinbefore  mentioned, 
limit.  which  has  been  held  by  the  Council  for  a  longer  period 

than  authorized  by  the  foregoing  provisions  of  this  section 
without  being  disposed  of,  shall  be  forfeited  to  Her  Majesty 
for  the  use  of  Canada, 
statement.  (5)  The  Couucil  shall  give  the  Secretary  of  State,  when 
required,  a  full  and  correct  statement  of  all  lands,  at  the 
date  of  such  statement,  held  by  the  Council,  or  in  trust 
for  it,  and  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  section.

Application  lo.  In  regard  to  any  real  property  which,  by  reason 
faws?^^°"^'"  of  its  situation  or  otherwise,  is  subject  to  the  legislative 
authority  of  the  Parliament  of  Canada,  a  licence  in  mortmain 
shall  not  be  necessary  for  the  exercise  of  the  powers  granted 
by  this  Act;  but  otherwise  the  exercise  of  the  said  powers 
shall  in  any  province  of  Canada  be  subject  to  the  laws  of 
such  province  as  to  the  acquisition  and  holding  of  lands  by 
religious  corporations,  in  so  far  as  such  laws  apply  to  the 
Council. 


Transfer  of  n.  In  SO  far  as  authorization  by  the  Parliament  of 
heifun^  Canada  is  necessary,  any  person  or  corporation,  in  whose 
trust-  name  any  property,  real  or  personal,  is  held,  in  trust  or 

otherwise,  for  the  uses  and  purposes  of  the  Council,  or 
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any  such  person  or  corporation  to  whom  any  such  property 
devolves,  may,  subject  always  to  the  terms  and  conditions 
of  any  trust  relating  to  such  property,  transfer  such  property 
or  any  part  thereof  to  the  Council. 


12.  Any  deed  or  other  instrimient  relating  to  real  estate  Execution  of 
vested  in  the  Council  or  to  any  interest  in  such  real  estate  documents, 
shall,  if  executed  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Parliament 
of  Canada,  be  deemed  to  be  duly  executed  if  there  is  affixed 
thereto  the  seal  of  the  Council  and  there  is  thereon  the 
signature  of  any  officer  of  the  Council  duly  authorized  for 
such  purpose  or  of  his  lawful  attorney. 


13.  The  Council  may  make  a  gift  of  or  lend  any  of  its  Disposition 
property,  whether  real  or  personal,  for  or  to  assist  in  the  by^gStoï^ 
erection  or  maintenance  of  any  building  or  buildings  ^oan. 
deemed  necessary  for  any  church,  college,  manse,  school 
or  hospital  or  for  any  other  religious,  charitable,  educational, 
congregational  or  social  purpose  upon  such  terms  and 
conditions  as  it  may  deem  expedient. 


14.  The  Council  may,  from  time  to  time,  for  the  purposes  Borrowing 
of  the  Council  po^^^^- 
(a)  borrow  money  upon  the  credit  of  the  Council; 
(h)  limit  or  increase  the  amount  to  be  borrowed; 

(c)  make,  draw,  accept,  endorse,  or  become  party  to 
promissory  notes  and  bills  of  exchange  and  every  such 
note  or  bill  made,  drawn,  accepted  or  endorsed  by  the 
party  thereto,  authorized  by  the  by-laws  of  the  Council, 
and  countersigned  by  the  proper  party  thereto,  author- 
ized by  the  by-laws  of  the  Council,  shall  be  binding 
upon  the  Council  and  shall  be  presumed  to  have  been 
made,  drawn,  accepted  or  endorsed  with  proper 
authority  until  the  contrary  is  shown,  and  it  shall 
not  be  necessary  in  any  case  to  have  the  seal  of  the 
Council  affixed  to  any  such  note  or  bill  ; 

(d)  mortgage,  hypothecate  or  pledge  any  property  of 
the  Council,  real  or  personal,  to  secure  the  repayment 
of  any  money  borrowed  for  the  purposes  of  the  Council; 

(e)  issue  bonds,  debentures  or  other  securities  of  the 
Council  ; 

(f  )  pledge  or  sell  such  bonds,  debentures  or  other 
securities  for  such  sums  and  at  such  prices  as  may  be 
deemed  expedient. 
(2)  Nothing  in  the  preceding  subsection  shall  be  con-  Limitation, 
strued  to  authorize  the  Council  to  issue  any  note  or  bill 
payable  to  bearer  thereof,  or  any  promissory  note  intended 
to  be  circulated  as  money  or  as  the  note  or  bill  of  a  bank, 
or  to  engage  in  the  business  of  banking  or  insurance. 
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15.  The  Council  may  also  invest  and  reinvest  any  of 
its  funds 

(a)  in  any  bonds  or  debentures  of  any  municipality  or 
public  school  corporation  or  district  in  Canada,  or  in 
securities  of  or  guaranteed  by  the  Government  of 
Canada  or  of  any  province  thereof  ; 

(h  )  in  first  mortgages  on  freehold  property  in  Canada 
and  for  the  purposes  of  the  same  may  take  mortgages 
or  assignments  thereof  whether  such  mortgages  or 
assignments  be  made  directly  to  the  Council  in  its 
own  corporate  name  or  to  some  company  or  person 
in  trust  for  it,  and  may  sell  and  assign  the  same;  and 

(c  )  in  any  securities  in  which  life  insurance  companies 
are  authorized  from  time  to  time  by  the  Parliament  of 
Canada  to  invest  funds  subject  to  the  limitation  on 
investments  in  stocks,  bonds  and  debentures  set  out  in 
the  Canadian  and  British  Insurance  Companies  Act. 

16.  In  addition  to  the  general  powers  accorded  to  it 
by  by-law  and  to  those  set  forth  elsewhere  in  this  Act, 
the  Council  shall  have  power 

(a)  to  publish  Christian  literature  and  to  have  the 

copyright  therefor;  and 
(b  )  to  establish,  support  and  maintain  a  publishing 

house  for  the  purpose  of  printing  and  disseminating 

Christian  literature  for  the  support  of  the  work  and 

objects  of  the  Council. 

17.  The  first  general  meeting  of  the  Council  shall  be 
held  within  one  year  after  the  passing  of  this  Act,  at  such 
place  and  time  as  the  provisional  Executive  Conmiittee 
may  determine. 

18.  The  Council  may  do  all  such  lawful  acts  and  things 
as  are  incidental  or  as  may  be  conducive  to  the  attainment 
of  its  objects. 

19.  The  Council  may  exercise  its  functions  throughout 
Canada  and  the  meetings  of  the  Council  or  of  the  Executive 
Committee  of  the  Council  may  be  held  at  any  place  in 
Canada.

CHAP.  58 


An  Act  to  incorporate  The  Fellowship  of  Evangelical 
Baptist  Churches  in  Canada. 

[Assented  to  7th  Junej  1956.] 

WHEREAS  in  October  1953  The  Union  of  Regular  Baptist  Preamble. 
Churches  of  Ontario  and  Quebec  and  The  Fellowship  of 
Independent  Baptist  Churches  of  Canada,  both  unincorpo- 
rated religious  bodies,  amalgamated  under  the  name  of  The 
Fellowship  of  Evangelical  Baptist  Churches  in  Canada, 
hereinafter  called  ^'the  unincorporated  Fellowship''; 

And  whereas  the  persons  hereinafter  named,  being 
members  of  the  Executive  Council  or  the  Board  of  Trustees 
of  the  unincorporated  Fellowship,  have  by  their  petition 
prayed  that  it  be  enacted  as  hereinafter  set  forth,  and  it  is 
expedient  to  grant  the  prayer  of  the  petition  :  Therefore  Her 
Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate 
and  House  of  Comonons  of  Canada,  enacts  as  follows: 

1.  The  Reverend  Wilfred  Norman  Charlton,  The  Re  ver-  incorporation, 
end  John  Edward  Boehmer  and  Miles  William  Cook,  civil 
servant,  all  of  the  city  of  Toronto,  in  the  province  of  Ontario, 

Sidney  Leonard  White,  executive,  and  Lawrence  Melvin 
Child,  executive,  both  of  the  city  of  Brantford,  in  the  said 
province,  The  Reverend  John  Russell  Armstrong,  of  the 
township  of  Toronto,  in  the  said  province,  and  The  Reverend 
Emmett  Sidney  Kerr,  of  the  city  of  Montreal,  in  the  province 
of  Quebec,  together  with  such  other  persons  as  may  from 
time  to  time  become  members  of  the  religious  body  hereby 
incorporated,  are  hereby  incorporated  under  the  name  of 
The  Fellowship  of  Evangehcal  Baptist  Churches  in  Canada, 
hereinafter  called  "the  Fellowship". 

2.  The  persons  named  in  section  1  of  this  Act,  together  Provisional 
with  the  other  members  of  the  Executive  Council  of  the 
unincorporated  Fellowship  shall  be  the  first  or  provisional 
directors  of  the  Fellowship. 
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3.  (1)  The  head  office  of  the  Fellowship  shall  be  in  the 
city  of  Toronto,  in  the  province  of  Ontario,  or  at  such  other 
place  in  Canada  as  may  be  decided  by  the  Fellowship. 

(2)  Notice  in  writing  shall  be  given  to  the  Secretary  of 
State  by  the  Fellowship  of  any  change  of  the  head  office  and 
such  notice  shall  be  published  forthwith  in  the  Canada 
Gazette. 

4.  The  objects  of  the  Fellowship  shall  be 

(a)  io  acquire  all  rights,  properties  and  liabilities  of  the 

unincorporated  Fellowship; 
(h  )  to  promote,  maintain,  superintend  and  carry  on  in 

accordance  with  the  faith,  doctrines,  constitution,  acts 

and  rulings  of  the  Fellowship  any  or  all  of  the  work  of 

that  body; 

(c)  io  advance  and  increase  the  diffusion  of  the  faith  of 
the  Fellowship  in  all  lawful  ways; 

(d)  io  organize,  maintain  and  carry  on  churches,  missions, 
Bible  conferences,  seminaries,  schools,  colleges,  hospi- 
tals, dispensaries,  orphanages  and  homes  for  the  aged; 

(e)  to  promote  the  erection  and  purchase  of  houses  of 
worship  and  parsonages; 

(f )  to  administer  the  property,  business  and  other 
temporal  affairs  of  the  Fellowship; 

(g)  to  establish,  support  and  maintain  a  publishing  house 
for  the  purpose  of  printing  and  disseminating  Gospel 
literature  for  the  support  of  the  doctrines  and  faith  of 
the  Fellowship; 

(h)  to  promote  the  spiritual  welfare  of  all  the  congrega- 
tions, mission  fields  and  enterprises  of  the  Fellowship. 

5.  The  Fellowship  may  from  time  to  time  make  by-laws, 
not  contrary  to  law,  for 

(a)  the  administration,  management  and  control  of 
property,  business  and  other  temporal  affairs  of  the 
Fellowship  ; 

(h  )  the  appointment,  functions,  duties  and  remuneration 
of  all  officers,  agents  and  servants  of  the  Fellowship; 

(c)  the  appointment  or  deposition  of  an  executive  council 
or  any  special  committees  or  boards  from  time  to  time 
created  for  the  purposes  of  the  Fellowship,  and  defining 
the  powers  of  such  executive  council,  committees  or 
boards; 

(d)  the  calling  of  regular  or  special  meetings  of  the 
executive  council  of  the  Fellowship  or  of  the  board  of 
directors; 

(e)  fixing  the  necessary  quorum  and  the  procedure  to  be 
followed  at  all  meetings  referred  to  in  the  preceding 
paragraph; 

(S)  determining  the  qualifications  of  members  of  the 
Fellowship  ; 
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(g)  defining  and  applying  the  principles,  doctrines  and 
religious  standards  of  the  Fellowship; 

(h)  generally  carrying  out  the  objects  and  purposes  of 
the  Fellowship. 

^.  Subject  to  and  in  accordance  with  the  by-laws  enacted  Management, 
by  the  Fellowship  under  section  5,  an  executive  council 
consisting  of  such  persons  as  the  Fellowship  may  from  time 
to  time  elect  or  appoint  thereto  shall  manage  all  the  temporal 
affairs  of  the  Fellowship. 

7.  The  Fellowship  may  do  all  such  lawful  acts  and  things  Incidental 
as  are  incidental  or  as  may  be  conducive  to  the  attainment  p°^®^^- 
of  its  objects. 

8.  The  Fellowship  may  exercise  all  its  powers  by  and  committeea. 
through  an  executive  council  or  through  such  boards  or 
committees  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  elected  or  appointed 

by  the  Fellowship  for  the  management  of  its  affairs. 

(1)  The  Fellowship  may  purchase,  take,  have,  hold.  Power  to 
receive,  possess,  retain  and  enjoy  property,  real  or  personal,  acquire  and 
corporeal  or  incorporeal,  and  any  or  every  estate  or  interest  property, 
whatsoever  given,  granted,  devised  or  bequeathed  to  it,  or 
appropriated,  purchased  or  acquired  by  it  in  any  manner 
or  way  whatsoever,  to,  for  or  in  favour  of  the  uses  and  pur- 
poses of  the  Fellowship,  or  to,  for  or  in  favour  of  any  religious, 
educational,  eleemosynary  or  other  institution  established 
or  intended  to  be  established  by,  under  the  management  of, 
or  in  connection  with  the  uses  or  purposes  of  the  Fellowship. 

(2)  The  Fellowship  may  also  hold  such  real  property  or 
estate  therein  as  is  bona  fide  mortgaged  to  it  by  way  of 
security,  or  conveyed  to  it  in  satisfaction  of  debts  or  judg- 
ments recovered. 

1©.  Subject  always  to  the  terms  of  any  trust  relating  investment 
thereto,  the  Fellowship  may  also  sell,  convey,  exchange,  y  and 
alienate,  mortgage,  lease  or  demise  any  real  property  held  ofï'roïerty. 
by  the  Fellowship,  whether  by  way  of  investment  for  the 
uses  and  purposes  of  the  Fellowship  or  not;  and  may  also 
from  time  to  time,  invest  all  or  any  of  its  funds,  or  moneys, 
and  all  or  any  funds  or  moneys  vested  in  or  acquired  by  it 
for  the  uses  and  purposes  aforesaid,  in  and  upon  any  security 
by  way  of  mortgage,  hypothec  or  charge  upon  real  property; 
and  for  the  purpose  of  such  investment  may  take,  receive 
and  accept  mortgages  or  assignments  thereof,  whether  made 
and  executed  directly  to  the  Fellowship  or  to  any  corpora- 
tion, body,  company  or  person  in  trust  for  it;  and  may  sell, 
grant,  assign  and  transfer  such  mortgages  or  assignments 
either  wholly  or  partly.

11.  (1)  No  parcel  of  land  or  interest  therein  at  any  time 
acquired  by  the  Fellowship  and  not  required  for  its  actual 
use  or  occupation,  and  not  held  by  way  of  security,  shall  be 
held  by  the  Fellowship,  or  by  any  trustee  on  its  behalf,  for 
a  longer  period  than  ten  years  after  the  acquisition  thereof 
but  shall,  at  or  before  the  expiration  of  such  period,  be 
absolutely  sold  or  disposed  of,  so  that  the  Fellowship  shall 
no  longer  retain  any  interest  or  estate  therein  except  by 
v/ay  of  security. 

(2)  The  Secretary  of  State  may  extend  the  time  for  the 
sale  or  disposal  of  any  such  parcel  of  land,  or  any  estate 
or  interest  therein,  for  a  further  period  or  periods  not  to 
exceed  five  years.

12.  In  regard  to  any  real  property,  which  by  reason

(c)  make,  draw,  accept,  endorse  or  become  party  to 
promissory  notes  and  bills  of  exchange  and  every  such 
note  or  bill  made,  drawn,  accepted  or  endorsed  by  the 
party  thereto,  authorized  by  the  by-laws  of  the  Fellow- 
ship, and  countersigned  by  the  proper  party  thereto, 
authorized  by  the  by-laws  of  the  Fellowship,  shall  be 
binding  upon  the  Fellowship  and  shall  be  presumed 
to  have  been  made,  drawn,  accepted  or  endorsed  with 
proper  authority  until  the  contrary  is  shown,  and  it 
shall  not  be  necessary  in  any  case  to  have  the  seal  of 
the  Fellowship  affixed  to  any  such  note  or  bill  ; 

(d)  mortgage,  hypothecate  or  pledge  any  property  of 
the  Fellowship,  real  or  personal,  to  secure  the  repayment 
of  any  money  borrowed  for  the  purposes  of  the  Fellow- 
ship; 

(e)  issue  bonds,  debent-ures  or  other  securities  of  the 
Fellowship  ; 

(Î)  pledge  or  sell  such  bonds,  debentures  or  other 
securities  for  such  sums  and  at  such  prices  as  may  be 
deemed  expedient. 
(2)  Nothing  in  the  preceding  subsection  shall  be  construed  Limitation,

(c)  m.  any  securities  in  which  life  insurance  companies  are 
authorized  from  time  to  time  by  the  Parliament  of 
Canada  to  invest  funds  subject  to  the  limitation  on 
investments  in  stocks,  bonds  and  debentures  set  out  r.s.,  c.  3i. 
in  the  Canadian  and  British  Insurance  Companies  Act, 
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1 8.  The  Fellowship  may  exercise  its  functions  throughout

An  Act  respecting  the  construction  of  a  bridge  over  the 
St.  Lawrence  River  near  the  city  of  Trois-Rivières. 

[Assented  to  7th  June,  1956.] 

Whereas  it  is  in  the  interest  of  the  cities,  towns,  vil-  preambw. 
lages  and  parishes  situated  in  the  electoral  districts  of 
Trois-Rivières,  Maskinongé,  Champlain,  Saint-Maurice- 
Laflèche,  Nicolet,  Lotbinière,  Drummond-Arthabaska,  and 
of  the  whole  province  of  Quebec,  to  construct  a  bridge 
connecting  both  shores  of  the  St.  Lawrence  River  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  city  of  Trois-Rivières  ; 

And  whereas  to  assure  the  construction,  maintenance  and 
operation  of  such  bridge  a  corporation  composed  of  six 
members  and  named  *'La  Corporation  du  Pont  de  Trois- 
Rivières",  having  the  powers  necessary  for  those  purposes, 
has  been  created  by  a  Special  Act  of  the  Legislature  of  the 
province  of  Quebec,  assented  to  the  2nd  of  February,  1956, 
a  copy  of  which  is  set  forth  in  the  Sch-edule  to  this  Act; 

And  whereas  an  Act  of  the  Parliament  of  Can-ada, 
authorizing  the  construction  and  maintenance  of  the  said 
bridge  and  approving  the  site  thereof,  is  necessary:  There- 
fore Her  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of 
the  Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts  as 
follows  : — 


1.  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  La  Corporation  Construction 
du  Pont  de  Trois-Rivières  is  authorized  to  construct,  autSSed. 
maintain  and  operate  a  bridge  and  its  approaches,  for  the 
passage  of  pedestrians,  vehicles,  carriages  and  other  like 
purposes,  connecting  the  north  and  south  shores  of  the 
St.  Lawrence  River  approximately  one  mile  upstream  from 
the  western  hmits  of  tiie  city  of  Trois-Rivières  in  the 
province  of  Quebec.

2.  The  said  bridge  shall  be  constructed  and  located 
under,  and  be  subject  to,  such  regulations  for  the  security 
of  navigation  of  the  said  river  as  the  Governor  in  Council 
prescribes  and  to  such  end  La  Corporation  du  Pont  de 
Trois-Rivières  shall  submit  to  the  Governor  in  Council, 
for  examination  and  approval  a  design  and  drawing  of  the 
bridge  and  a  map  of  the  location,  giving  the  soundings 
accurately,  showing  the  bed  of  the  stream  and  the  location 
of  other  bridges,  and  shall  furnish  such  other  information 
as  is  required  for  a  full  and  satisfactory  understanding  of 
the  subject,  and  until  the  said  plans  and  location  are  ap- 
proved by  the  Governor  in  Council  the  said  bridge  shall  not 
be  built  or  commenced;  and  if  any  change  is  made  in  the 
plans  of  the  said  bridge  during  its  construction,  such  change 
shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Governor  in  Council 
and  shall  not  be  made  or  conmienced  imtil  it  is  so  approved. 

3.  The  construction  of  the  said  bridge  shall  be  com- 
menced within  three  years  after  the  plans  therefor  have 
been  approved  by  the  Governor  in  Council  and  shall  be 
completed  within  four  years  after  such  commencement, 
otherwise  the  powers  granted  by  this  Act  shall  cease  and 
be  null  and  void  as  respects  so  much  of  the  undertaking 
as  then  remains  uncompleted:  Provided,  however,  that  if 
such  approval  is  not  obtained  within  three  years  after  the 
passing  of  this  Act,  the  powers  granted  for  the  construction 
of  the  said  bridge  shall  cease  and  be  null  and  void. 
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SCHEDULE. 

An  Act  respecting  the  construction  of  a  bridge  over  the 
St.  Lawrence  river,  near  the  city  of  Trois-Rivières. 

(Assented  to  2nd  February^  1956.) 

Whereas  it  is  in  the  interest  of  the  cities,  towns,  villages  and 
parishes  situated  in  the  electoral  districts  of  Three  Rivers,  Maskinonge, 
Champlain,  Saint-Maurice,  Laviolette,  Nicolet,  Lotbinière,  Drummond 
and  Arthabaska,  and  of  the  whole  province,  to  construct  a  bridge 
connecting  both  sides  of  the  St.  Lawrence  River  in  the  neighbourhood 
of  the  city  of  Trois-Rivières  ; 

Whereas,  to  build  such  bridge  it  is  necessary  to  create  a  corpora- 
tion with  the  powers  requisite  for  that  purpose; 

Whereas,  in  order  to  repay  the  cost  of  construction  and  ensure 
the  operation  and  maintenance,  of  such  bridge  it  will  have  to  be 
subject  to  tolls; 

Therefore,  Her  Majesty,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Legislative  Council  and  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  Quebec,  enacts 
as  follows: 

1.  For  the  purposes  of  this  act,  the  word  "corporation' '  shall 
designate  the  corporation  constituted  by  the  present  act. 

2.  A  corporation  without  share-capital  and  for  no  pecuniary  gain 
is  hereby  instituted  under  the  name  of  "Corporation  du  Pont  de 
Trois-Rivières",  for  the  purposes  hereinafter  mentioned. 

3.  Such  corporation  shall  be  composed  of  six  members,  namely, 
John  F.  Wickenden,  professional  engineer,  J.  Henri  René  de  Cotret, 
chartered  accountant,  Frank  Spenard,  broker,  Maurice  Langlois,  pro- 
fessional engineer,  and  Francois  Nobert,  advocate,  all  five  of  Trois- 
Rivières,  and  one  member  to  be  appointed  by  the  Municipal  Council 
of  the  City  of  Trois-Rivières,  such  appointment  to  be  made  during 
the  month  following  the  coming  into  force  of  this  act. 

4.  The  corporation  shall  elect  a  president  and  a  secretary  from 
among  its  members.  It  shall  also  elect  a  treasurer  from  among  its 
members  or  otherwise. 

5.  The  affairs  of  the  corporation  shall  be  managed  by  its  members; 
four  of  them  shall  form  a  quorum. 

6.  Any  vacancy  or  vacancies  among  the  members  of  the  cor- 
poration, occasioned  by  death,  sickness,  lack  of  appointment  or  other 
cause,  shall  in  no  way  affect  the  rights  and  powers  of  the  corporation 
acting  by  its  other  members. 

7.  The  appointive  member  shall  be  appointed  for  a  term  of 
three  years,  and  shall  be  re-eligible. 
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8.  Vacancy  among  the  appointive  members  shall  be  filled  by 
the  authority  that  appointed  the  member  to  be  replaced,  and  vacancies 
among  the  five  other  members  shall  be  filled  by  majority  decision  of 
the  corporation. 

9.  In  case  of  an  equality  of  votes,  the  president  shall  have  a 
casting  vote. 

10.  The  remuneration,  if  any,  of  the  president,  secretary,  treas- 
urer and  members  shall  be  fixed  by  the  corporation,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  mimicipal  council  of  the  city  of  Trois-Rivières. 

11.  The  corporation  may  adopt  and  amend,  from  time  to  tim^e, 
by-laws  not  inconsistent  with  this  act  for  its  government  and  the 
conduct  of  its  affairs;  such  by-laws  shall  come  into  force  only  after 
their  publication  in  the  Quebec  Official  Gazette, 

12.  The  corporation  may  engage  such  employees  as  it  deems 
needful,  fix  their  remuneration  and  determine  their  duties. 

13.  The  purpose  of  the  corporation  shall  be  to  build,  maintain 
and  operate  a  bridge  connecting  the  north  and  south  shores  of  the 
St.  Lawrence  river  about  one  mile  above  the  western  limits  of  the 
city  of  Trois-Rivières,  as  well  as  the  approaches  giving  access  from 
the  said  bridge  to  the  pubHc  road. 

14.  Without  limiting  the  generality  of  the  powers  granted  thereto 
by  this  act,  the  corporation  may: 

a.  have  a  seal; 

h.  appear  before  the  courts  and  enter  into  contracts; 

c.  acquire,  possess,  administer,  exploit  and  aHenate  such  pro- 
perty as  it  deems  useful  for  its  purposes  and  make  contracts 
for  such  purposes; 

d.  borrow  the  moneys  which  it  deems  necessary  for  the  attain- 
ment of  the  objects  for  which  it  is  formed; 

e.  issue  debentures  or  other  securities  of  the  corporation  at 
such  times,  in  such  forms,  for  such  sums,  in  such  denomina- 
tions, bearing  such  dates,  maturing  at  such  dates,  bearing  such 
rates  of  interest,  redeemable  before  maturing  at  such  prices, 
profiting  by  such  amortization  funds,  payable  at  such  places 
in  Canadian  money  or  in  other  currency,  containing  such 
other  terms,  conditions  and  other  characteristics,  the  whole 
as  the  corporation  may  determine,  and  sell  such  debentures 
or  other  seciu-ities  or  dispose  thereof  at  such  prices,  at  par, 
at  a  premium  or  discount,  and  on  such  conditions  as  the 
corporation  shall  decide. 

/.  notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  the  Civil  Code,  mortgage, 
hypothecate  or  pledge  the  moveable  or  immoveable  property, 
present  or  future,  including  the  revenues  of  the  corporation, 
to  secure  the  payment  of  such  debentures  or  other  securi- 
ties, or  give  a  part  only  of  such  guarantees  for  the  same 
purposes;  and  constitute  the  mortgage,  hypothecation  or 
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pledge  above  mentioned  by  trust  deed,  in  accordance  with 
sections  23  and  24  of  the  Special  Corporate  Powers  Act 
(chapter  280),  or  in  any  other  way; 

g.  hypothecate  or  pledge  the  immoveables,  or  pledge  or  otherwise 
encumber  in  any  manner  the  moveable  property  of  the  cor- 
poration, or  give  such  various  kinds  of  guarantees,  to  ensure 
the  payment  of  borrowings  made  otherwise  than  by  the  issue 
of  debentures,  as  well  as  the  payment  or  performance  of  the 
other  debts,  contracts  and  liabilities  of  the  corporation; 

h.  give  receipts  for  any  money  payable  to  the  corporation  and 
for  any  claim  of  the  same; 

i.  draw,  make,  accept,  endorse,  discount,  subscribe  and  issue 
bills  of  exchange,  bills  of  lading  and  other  negotiable  instru- 
ments; 

j.  delegate  to  one  or  more  of  its  members  or  to  one  of  the 
members  jointly  with  one  or  more  other  persons,  the  auth- 
ority to  sign,  for  and  on  behalf  of  the  corporation,  bills  of 
exchange,  receipts,  discharges,  endorsements,  cheques,  bonds, 
title-deeds,  contracts  and  all  other  documents; 

k.  generally,  do  all  acts  and  things  necessary  or  useful  for  the 
exercise  of  its  powers  and  the  attainment  of  its  objects. 

15.  The  plans  and  specifications  of  the  said  bridge  and  its  ap- 
proaches must  be  submitted  for  approval  to  the  municipal  corporations 
where  shall  be  situated  the  bridge  and  its  approaches. 

16.  The  corporation  may  acquire,  by  agreement  or  by  expropria- 
tion, all  inmioveables  and  real  or  other  rights  of  which  it  anticipates 
to  be  in  need  for  the  construction  and  operation  of  the  said  bridge 
and  its  approaches. 

The  proceedings  in  expropriation  shall  be  those  enacted  in  articles 
1066a  and  following  of  the  Ck)de  of  Civil  Procedure  and  the  carrying 
out  of  the  right  of  expropriation  must  be  submitted  for  previous 
approval  to  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council. 

17.  Subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Provincial  Transportation 
Board,  the  corporation  may  establish,  revise,  impose  and  collect  tolls, 
charges  and  rents  and  also  enter  into  contracts  for  the  use  of  the 
bridge  and  of  its  services  and  facilities,  so  that  the  operating  revenues 
may  always  be  sufficient  to  cover  the  maintenance  and  operation 
costs,  including  depreciation,  of  the  bridge  and  its  approaches,  and 
also  to  provide  for  the  reimbursement  of  the  capital,  the  premium 
if  any,  and  the  interest  on  the  securities  issued  by  the  corporation 
as  well  as  on  other  loans,  and  to  create  reserves  for  such  purposes. 

18.  The  municipal  and  school  corporations  within  which  terri- 
tory are  situated  the  property  of  the  corporation  are  authorized  to 
grant  by  mere  resolution  with  respect  to  such  property  an  exemption 
or  commutation  of  municipal  and  school  taxes  for  a  period  of  ten 
years  taking  effect  from  the  day  when  the  property  shall  be  assessed 
and  taxed. 
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19.  The  corporation  must  submit  annually  a  complete  and  de- 
tailed financial  statement  of  its  operations  to  the  Provincial  Trans- 
portation Board. 

20.  The  corporation  shall  acquire  from  the  corporation  of  the 
city  of  Tr ois-Rivières,  which  shall  sell,  provided  it  be  authorized  for 
such  purposes  by  the  electors  who  are  property  owners  of  Trois- 
Rivières  according  to  law,  all  the  moveables  and  immoveables  of  the 
ferry  service  between  the  city  of  Trois-Rivières  and  the  south  shore 
of  the  St.  Lawrence  river,  including,  but  not  restrictively,  the  ferry- 
boats, the  rights  of  the  wharfs  and  lands,  the  buildings,  and  generally 
everything  used  in  the  operating  and  maintaining  of  the  said  ferry; 
the  price  to  be  paid  to  the  corporation  of  the  city  of  Trois-Rivières, 
if  the  parties  fail  to  agree,  shall  be  determined  by  the  Public  Service 
Board  of  the  Province  of  Quebec;  the  cost  of  such  purchase  shall  be 
deemed  as  forming  part  of  the  cost  of  the  bridge. 

21.  All  powers  granted  by  sections  13,  15,  16,  17,  18  and  22  of 
this  act  shall  be  subject  to  the  acquisition  by  the  corporation  and 
according  to  law  of  the  said  ferry-service  between  the  city  of  Trois- 
Rivières  and  south  shore. 

22.  During  a  period  of  eight  years  as  from  the  sanction  of  this 
act  and  afterwards  during  the  whole  period  of  the  utilization  of  the 
proposed  bridge,  no  other  person  shall  construct  or  operate  a  bridge, 
tunnel  or  ferry  service  over  or  under  the  St.  Lawrence  river  between 
the  north  shore  and  the  south  shore  and  this,  within  a  radius  of  twenty- 
five  miles  above  and  twenty-five  miles  below  the  site  of  the  said 
bridge,  subject  however,  to  the  rights  of  the  corporation  of  the  city 
of  Trois-Rivières  in  the  ferry  service  operated  by  it. 

23.  This  act  shall  come  into  force  on  the  day  of  its  sanction. 
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An  Act  to  incorporate  The  Western  Gospel  Mission. 

[Assented  to  7th  June,  1956.] 

WHEREAS  a  petition  has  been  presented  praying  that  Preamble, 
it  be  enacted  as  hereinafter  set  forth,  and  it  is  expedient 
to  grant  the  prayer  of  the  petition:  Therefore  Her  Majesty, 
by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate  and 
House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts  as  follows: — 

1.  Bernard  Dueck  Reimer,  clergyman,  Ernest  Ralph  Inoorpora- 
Goossen,  solicitor,  and  Gordon  Jacob  Barkman,  solicitor, 

all  of  the  town  of  Steinbach,  in  the  province  of  Manitoba, 
are  hereby  incorporated  under  the  name  of  The  Western 
Gospel  Mission  hereinafter  called  ''the  Corporation' for  cîorporate 
the  purposes  set  out  in  this  Act  and  for  the  purpose  of 
administering  the  property,  business  and  other  temporal 
affairs  of  the  Corporation. 

2.  The  persons  named  in  section  1  of  this  Act  shall  be  Directors, 
the  first  directors  of  the  Corporation. 

3.  (1)  The  head  office  of  the  Corporation  shall  be  in  Head  office, 
the  town  of  Steinbach,  in  the  province  of  Manitoba,  or  at 

such  other  place  as  may  be  decided  by  the  Corporation. 

(2)  Notice  in  writing  shall  be  given  to  the  Secretary  of  Notice  of 
State  by  the  Corporation  of  any  change  of  the  head  office  ^^^°se. 
and  such  notice  shall  be  published  forthwith  in  the  Canada 
Gazette, 

4.  The  objects  of  the  Corporation  shall  be,  Objects. 
(a)  to  promote,  maintain,  superintend  and  carry  on  in 

accordance  with  the  Christian  faith,  doctrines,  consti- 
tution, acts  and  rulings  of  the  Corporation  any  or  all 
of  the  work  of  that  body; 
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(h  )  to  advance  and  increase  the  diffusion  of  the  Christian 
faith  of  the  Corporation  in  all  lawful  ways; 

(c)  to  organize,  maintain  and  carry  on  churches  and 
missions  and  to  erect  and  maintain  and  conduct  therein 
churches,  seminaries,  schools,  colleges,  hospitals,  dis- 
pensaries, orphanages  and  homes  for  the  aged; 

(d)  to  promote  the  erection  and  purchase  of  houses  of 
worship  and  parsonages; 

(e)  to  administer  the  property,  business  and  other 
temporal  affairs  of  the  Corporation; 

(7 )  to  establish,  support  and  maintain  a  publishing 
house  for  the  purpose  of  printing  and  disseminating 
Gospel  literature  for  the  support  of  the  doctrines  and 
faith  of  the  Corporation; 

(g)  to  promote  the  spiritual  welfare  of  all  the  congrega- 
tions and  mission  fields  of  the  Corporation. 

Power  to  5.  The  Corporation  may  from  time  to  time  make  by- 
by-ïaw3.  laws,  not  contrary  to  law,  for 

(a)  the  administration,  management  and  control  of  the 

property,  business  and  other  temporal  affairs  of  the 

Corporation; 

(h  )  the  appointment,  functions,  duties  and  remuneration 
of  all  officers,  agents  and  servants  of  the  Corporation; 

(c)  the  appointment  or  deposition  of  an  executive 
committee  or  any  special  committees  or  boards  from 
time  to  time  created  for  the  purposes  of  the  Corpora- 
tion, and  defining  the  powers  of  such  committees  or 
boards; 

(d)  the  calling  of  regular  or  special  meetings  of  the 
Corporation  or  of  the  executive  committee  or  the 
board  of  directors; 

(e)  fixing  the  necessary  quorum  and  the  procedure  to 
be  followed  at  all  meetings  referred  to  in  the  preceding 
paragraph  ; 

(f)  determining  the  qualifications  of  members; 

(g)  defining  and  applying  the  principles,  doctrine  and 
religious  standards  of  the  Corporation; 

(h)  generally  carrying  out  the  objects  and  purposes  of 
the  Corporation. 

Management.  O.  Subjcct  to  and  in  accordaucc  with  the  by-laws 
enacted  by  the  Corporation  under  section  5,  an  executive 
committee  consisting  of  such  persons  as  the  Corporation 
may  from  time  to  time  elect  or  appoint  thereto  shall  manage 
all  the  temporal  affairs  of  the  Corporation. 

Incidental        7,  The  Corporation  may  do  all  such  lawful  acts  and 
powers.        things  as  are  incidental  or  as  may  be  conducive  to  the 
attainment  of  its  objects. 
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8.  The  Corporation  may  exercise  ail  its  powers  by  and  Committees, 
through  an  executive  committee  or  through  such  boards  or 
committees  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  elected  or  appointed 
by  the  Corporation  for  the  management  of  its  affairs. 

O.  (1)  The  Corporation  may  purchase,  take,  have,  hold.  Power  to 
receive,  possess,  retain  and  enjoy  property,  real  and  per-  hSd''^^*'^ 
sonal,  corporeal  and  incorporeal,  and  any  or  every  estate  property, 
or  interest  whatsoever,  given,  granted,  devised  or  be- 
queathed to  it,  or  appropriated,  purchased  or  acquired  by 
it  in  any  manner  or  way  whatsoever,  to,  for  or  in  favour 
of  the  uses  and  purposes  of  the  Corporation,  or  to,  for 
or  in  favour  of  any  religious,  educational,  eleemosynary  or 
other  institution  established  or  intended  to  be  established 
by,  under  the  management  of,  or  in  connection  with  the 
uses  or  purposes  of  the  Corporation. 

(2)  The  Corporation  may  also  hold  such  real  property 
or  estate  therein  as  is  bona  fide  mortgaged  to  it  by  way  of 
security,  or  conveyed  to  it  in  satisfaction  of  debts  or  judge- 
ments recovered. 


10.  Subject  always  to  the  terms  of  any  trust  relating  Investment 
thereto,  the  Corporation  may  also  sell,  convey,  exchange,  dis^saiof 
alienate,  mortgage,  lease  or  demise  any  real  property  held  property, 
by  the  Corporation,  whether  by  way  of  investment  for  the 

uses  and  purposes  of  the  Corporation  or  not;  and  may  also 
from  time  to  time,  invest  all  or  any  of  its  funds,  or  moneys, 
and  all  or  any  funds  or  moneys  vested  in  or  acquired  by 
it  for  the  uses  and  purposes  aforesaid,  in  and  upon  any 
security  by  way  of  mortgage,  hypothec  or  charge  upon  real 
property;  and  for  the  purpose  of  such  investment  may  take, 
receive  and  accept  mortgages  or  assignments  thereof, 
whether  made  and  executed  directly  to  the  Corporation  or 
to  any  Corporation,  body,  company  or  person  in  trust  for 
it;  and  may  sell,  grant,  assign  and  transfer  such  mortgages 
or  assignments  either  wholly  or  partly. 

11.  (1)  No  parcel  of  land  or  interest  therein  at  any  obligation 
time  acquired  by  the  Corporation  and  not  required  for  its  lands^^ 
actual  use  or  occupation,  and  not  held  by  way  of  security, 

shall  be  held  by  the  Corporation,  or  by  any  trustee  on  its 
behalf,  for  a  longer  period  than  ten  years  after  the  acquisi- 
tion thereof,  but  shall,  at  or  before  the  expiration  of  such 
period,  be  absolutely  sold  or  disposed  of,  so  that  the  Cor- 
poration shall  no  longer  retain  any  interest  or  estate  therein 
except  by  way  of  security. 

(2)  The  Secretary  of  State  may  extend  the  time  for  the  Extension 
sale  or  disposal  of  any  such  parcel  of  land,  or  any  estate  or 
interest  therein,  for  a  further  period  or  periods  not  to  exceed 
five  years. 
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(3)  The  whole  period  during  which  the  Corporation  may 
hold  any  such  parcel  of  land,  or  any  estate  or  interest 
therein,  under  the  foregoing  provisions  of  this  section, 
shall  not  exceed  fifteen  years  from  the  date  of  the  acquisition 
thereof,  or  after  it  shall  have  ceased  to  be  required  for  actual 
use  or  occupation  by  the  Corporation. 

(4)  Any  such  parcel  of  land,  or  any  estate  ar  interest 
therein,  not  within  the  exceptions  hereinbefore  mentioned, 
which  has  been  held  by  the  Corporation  for  a  longer  period 
than  authorized  by  the  foregoing  provisions  of  this  section 
without  being  disposed  of,  shall  be  forfeited  to  Her  Majesty 
for  the  use  of  Canada. 

(5)  The  Corporation  shall  give  the  Secretary  of  State, 
when  required,  a  full  and  correct  statement  of  all  lands,  at 
the  date  of  such  statement,  held  by  the  Corporation,  or 
in  trust  for  it,  and  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  section. 


Application 
of  mortmain 
laws. 


12.  In  regard  to  any  real  property  which,  by  reason 
of  its  situation  or  otherwise,  is  subject  to  the  legislative 
authority  of  the  Parliament  of  Canada,  a  licence  in  mort- 
main shall  not  be  necessary  for  the  exercise  of  the  powers 
granted  by  this  Act;  but  otherwise  the  exercise  of  the  said 
powers  shall  in  any  province  of  Canada  be  subject  to  the 
laws  of  such  province  as  to  the  acquisition  and  holding  of 
lands  by  religious  corporations,  in  so  far  as  such  laws 
apply  to  the  Corporation. 


Transfer  of 
property 
held  in 
trast. 


13.  In  SO  far  as  authorization  by  the  Parliament  of 
Canada  is  necessary,  any  person  or  corporation,  in  whose 
name  any  property,  real  or  personal,  is  held,  in  trust  or 
otherwise,  for  the  uses  and  purposes  of  the  Corporation, 
or  any  such  person  or  corporation  to  whom  any  such 
property  devolves,  may,  subject  always  to  the  terms  and 
conditions  of  any  trust  relating  to  such  property,  transfer 
such  property  or  any  part  thereof  to  the  Corporation. 


Execution  of 
documents. 


14.  Any  deed  or  other  instrument  relating  to  real  estate 
vested  in  the  Corporation  or  to  any  interest  in  such  real 
estate  shall,  if  executed  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Par- 
liament of  Canada,  be  deemed  to  be  duly  executed  if 
there  is  affixed  thereto  the  seal  of  the  Corporation  and  there 
is  thereon  the  signature  of  any  two  officers  of  the  Corpora- 
tion duly  authorized  for  such  purpose,  or  of  his  lawful 
attorney. 


Disposition 
of  property 
by  gift  or 
loan. 


15.  The  Corporation  may  make  a  gift  of  or  lend  any  of 
its  property,  whether  real  or  personal,  for  or  to  assist  in 
the  erection  or  maintenance  of  any  building  or  buildings 
deemed  necessary  for  any  church,  manse,  seminary,  college, 
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school  or  hospital  or  for  any  other  religious,  charitable, 
educational,  congregational  or  social  purpose  upon  such 
terms  and  conditions  as  it  may  deem  expedient. 

16.  (1)  The  Corporation  may,  from  time  to  time,  for  Borrowing 
the  purposes  of  the  Corporation  powers 

(a)  borrow  money  upon  the  credit  of  the  Corporation  ; 

(h  )  limit  or  increase  the  amount  to  be  borrowed  ; 

(c)  make,  draw,  accept,  endorse  or  become  party  to 
promissory  notes  and  bills  of  exchange  and  every  such 
note  or  bill  made,  drawn,  accepted  or  endorsed  by 
the  party  thereto,  authorized  by  the  by-laws  of  the 
Corporation,  and  countersigned  by  the  proper  party 
thereto,  authorized  by  the  by-laws  of  the  Corporation, 
shall  be  binding  upon  the  Corporation  and  shall  be 
presumed  to  have  been  made,  drawn,  accepted  or 
endorsed  with  proper  authority  until  the  contrary 
is  shown,  and  it  shall  not  be  necessary  in  any  case  to 
have  the  seal  of  the  Corporation  affixed  to  any  such 
note  or  bill  ; 

(d)  mortgage,  hypothecate  or  pledge  any  property  of 
the  Corporation,  real  or  personal,  to  secure  the  repay- 
ment of  any  money  borrowed  for  the  purposes  of  the 
Corporation; 

(e)  issue  bonds,  debentures  or  other  securities  of  the 
Corporation  ; 

(f  )  pledge  or  sell  such  bonds,  debentures  or  other  securi- 
ties for  such  sums  and  at  any  such  prices  as  may  be 
deemed  expedient. 
(2)  Nothing  in  the  preceding  subsection  shall  be  con-  Limitation, 
strued  to  authorize  the  Corporation  to  issue  any  note  or 
bill  payable  to  bearer  thereof,  or  any  promissory  note 
intended  to  be  circulated  as  money  or  as  the  note  or  bill 
of  a  bank,  or  to  engage  in  the  business  of  banking  or 
insurance. 

17.  The  Corporation  may  invest  and  reinvest  any  of  investment 
its  funds,  ^^f^'^^^- 

(a)  in  any  bonds  or  debentures  of  any  municipality  or 
public  school  corporation  or  district  in  Canada,  or  in 
securities  of  or  guaranteed  by  the  Government  of 
Canada  or  of  any  province  thereof; 

(h)  in  first  mortgages  on  freehold  property  in  Canada 
and  for  the  piu-poses  of  the  same  may  take  mortgages 
or  assignments  thereof  whether  such  mortgages  or 
assignments  be  made  directly  to  the  Corporation  in 
its  own  corporate  name  or  to  some  company  or  person 
in  trust  for  it,  and  may  sell  and  assign  the  same; 
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(c)  in  any  securities  in  which  life  insurance  companies 
are  authorized  from  time  to  time  by  the  Parliament  of 
Canada  to  invest  funds  subject  to  the  Umitation  on 
investments  in  stocks,  bonds  and  debentures  set  out 
R.S..  c.  31.  in  the  Canadian  and  British  Insurance  Companies  Act. 

Jurisdiction.       1 8.  The  Corporation  may  exercise  its  functions  through- 
out Canada.
